I acknowledg the obligation for the happy 
ſucceſs of our enterpriſe , of which I be. 
lieve you will liften to the relation with 
delight: and although Monſieur Eſter 
Kojer hath written to you an account of all

So that MMmuley Ar- 
El x;4 being come thither in perſon, took in 
xc battel the ſon of Cheq Arras, whom he car- 
1 ried away with him priſoner, and treated 
IF him very honourably, letting him under- 
e-M ſtand, that for his liberty he onely demand- 
ſeed his Siſter in marriage. The bulineſſe was 
i-© no ſooner propoſed , than ſhe granted to 
Ir him: infomuch that this marriage was con-

This Warnot having been advantagious 
to Cheq Hamer Arras, notwithſtanding the 
forrain aſſhſtance which he had borrowed, 
made him know, that he ſhould do much 
better to content himſelt with his own Coun- 
tries , and think of eſtabliſhing ſome Com- 
merce with other nations, which ſucceeded 
happily enough with him.

left a Fator called Effienne Deſarves of 
a Bayen, whom he gave order in his abſence 
1s Y to employ eight hundred Piaſtres tor his ex- 
pence, which he appointed him to receive of 
"5 beg Arras. In the mean time the Steur Jo/y 
he & cerurnes back to Cadiz, to conſult with his 
4, E friend Mr. illians Petic , and thar they - 
ch might go again to Albouzem?, to continuc - 
"-F the deſign which he had taken in hand. But 
Win this interim, it kappened that the Kiny 
cd Maley Arxid, Son in law to Cheg Arras, 

- and brother of the King of T afi/erra, having 
0'Y a deſign to invade Fez, and make himſelt 
''Y maſter of it, inſtead ofa Morabire, who 
© MW ufurped ir from his family, he fenr to invite 
-Y and intreat Cheg Arras his father in Jaw that 
ie he would aſſiſt him, and contribute to thr: 
delign, and that it he were ſo happy as to 
ie accompliſh it, he would make him King. Bur 
"El fo far was Cheq Arras from liſtening to ſo 
2 reaſonable a demand, either out of jealoutie, 
or ſome other conltderation, that he nor 
onely refuſed to help his Son in law, but gave: 
protection to twenty perſons of Benanonſſt i, 
= who had flain four men, and woundcd eight 
others, which had been ſent tro gather the 
Contributions or Taxes, which this Town , 
| B 3 paid 
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paid to the King /1uley Arxid. 

This action, which would have tranſport. 
ed the moſt patient man, never moved king 
Muley  Arxid againſt the procedure of his 
father in law, to whom he {cnt to intreat the 
men might be delivered back to hirn, and 
withall to affure him, that there jhould be 
no punithment inflitted upon them, but what 
he jhould itiipk fir: and lt«ewiſe he 1nvited 
him a ſecond time to go with him againſt the 
King of Fez, which Cheq Arras again retu- 
| fed. Butnor uiterly to diiguſt his ſon in law, 
\ heſent to him one of his youngeſt ſons 1 
, the head of eight hundred inen well mount- 
ed, of whoſe approach iving Auley Arxiu 
having notice, he went out to ineet them,and 
ſent them back again, letting them know, 
that it was not Forces he ſtood in need >, 
but Councel; and that he therefore demand- 
ed onely the perſon of © h:q Arras his father, 
and perſwaded them to pray him to come, 

This manner of proceeding that wotild 
have perſwaded any other inditterent perlon, 
could not.yet work upon Chegq Arras to al 
ſift his ſon in law, who ſeeing the conteiny 
which was niade to his juſt demand, was cot 
ſtrained to come himſelf into his father i 
laws countries, to whom he ſent to know his

rt. to repentance, the ill fortune of Ch:q Hamer 
ing eArr4s would fo have it, that he ſtill re- 
his maining more firm in his reſolution, obliged 
the King Muley Arx1d his fon in law to tall up- 
nd on him, and conquer him. So that the ['ro- 
be vince of A/bouzema,with all its dependances, 
nar abour the middle ot the month of March, 
red were all under his power, together with his 
heſll Father in law, whom he ſcent priſoner to 
tu. 7:24, a Town diſtant about three dayes 
wh journey from the Sea, where he ordinarily

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if we had come ſooner, either our De. 
mand for the eſtabliſhment of a Irade had 
been refuſed, or we had run the ſame fortune 
which the Servant of the Sijeurs Jo/y and Pe- 
tit did, in ſtead of which, as | have already 
rold you, and you ſhall learn further hereat-W 
ter, we have our liberty throughout 411 the 
Kingdom of Muley Arxid. S0that we mult 
blefle God for our ſtay and impediment ini 
our Voyage, and likewiſe for all that enſucdſ 
thereupon: by which you may know that <©- 
very little evi] that has befajlen us, has not 
been but for a greater good. 

This Preamble was but to give you an 
account of what had happened in this Coun- 
rey before our coming thither. To return 
therefore to our voyage, you muſt know, 
Gentlemen, that it was on Munday the fifth 
of April laſt, about ren a Clock in the morn- 
ing, the wind being South-eaſt, that we ſet

I queſtion not , but you know wel 
enough that the King of Spa» polleiledff 
five Places upon the Coaſts of Barbary in the 
Mediterranean Sea, belides thoſe which he 
hath upon the Ocean : which five, are fill 
Cents, {cituate over againſt $bra/car at th 
mouth of the Streights, where is a Garrifor 
proportionable to the Place, that 1s to (ay 
very ſtrong : to which Government the king 
of Spa: often ſends his Subjects to ſerve ali 
their own Charge, I mean Grandees, and 
fuch as are capable when there is occalion.

This Night was not very long, tor at this 
xi place, and this ſeaſon they are not (o ; but 
wafiy the long entertainment which we had in di- 
BM courfes with [ſa Ben /jibior, and ben Amar, 
by Jacob iarieme orr Interpreter, made me 
li up till Tueſday morning, the twen- 
lleth of .4pri/, when by the brightnefle of 
the Moon I had thought it had not been mid- 
night, ſo that I had ſcarcely theleiſure ro 
Kea moments reſt ; tor at (ix a clock 1n the 
morning C h:q .4mar, atter he had cauſed "

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be brought me ſome Milk, Butter, and Bread 
for Break-faſt, becauſe we eat no fleth, ſen 
ro 2cquaint us that it was time to be going 
and that he onely expeRted till I ſhouid be 
ready; ſo we went to our Horles by ſever 
of the Clock. 
All our Baggage and Equipage being 
ready, 1 got on horſeback with Ch:q 1m 
and began our march towards the mountain 
of Nocor. The Road about the beginning,

And preſentiy commanded a icore of 1sors 
that he had on toot, to go and rouze one 
which was ner tar trom us ; bu | toid him, 
thar lince we ſhould meet lome of them up- 
onthe ro2d, we might take opportunity of 
making (port with them at our ]etiure: ſo that 
having continued on our way through this 
low Wood climbing up the Mountain, we 
were got Within an hour after to the top 
of it, and among(t abundance ot large ſpread- 
ing Trees, and alſo many high ones, where 
our Way grew very pleaſant, and we might 
go three or tour a breaſt. 

We marched on further upon this moun- 
rain for about an hour on this manner, and 
ſo ſoon as we were gotten through the trees 
and buthes, we had 1 curious proſpect of all 
the plain of Nocor and Albou. emu, likewiſe 
of the great Harbor, and of the Sea, which 
gave me ſo much pleaſure, that 1 was oblt- 
ged to ſtand ſtill, and look upon our ſhip, 
which we had left under ſhelter of the great 
iſland. | 

Cheq Amar, who ſaw this proſpect every 
day, by reaſon of the frequent Journeys 


which he made {from Nocor to Benibonjacob, 
had 
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had not ſo great ſarisfaQtion as I had: and oh. 
ferving 1n me a more than ordinary Joy by 
myattention,he asxed me It ever I had fern { 
pleaſant a Countrey; and having made me 
turn towards the Land,I bcheld a great num. 
ber of larg high :ils, on the tops of which 
we faw all the Countrey manured and green, 
in regard this was the {eafon of the year, and 
chictly about this place where we were, the 
herbs and grafſe growing naturally by thef 
goodnefle oi the Soyl, and the corn an{ 
prain, Which ſowen, were already abou 
three or four foot high: Inſomuch that 
was a pleaſure which much charmed my 
Senſes to ſee at once all fides bedecied with 
diverſe colours, as alſo a prodigious number 
of Trees and low Woods ; amongſt which 
we alſo ſaw many little Hutts or Cottages 
builr of Stone, which ſeemed ro be the dwel. 
lings of Cheqs, or principal men of tha 

lace. 

After had ſtaid ſome time conlidering 
them, I turned again toward the left hand to 
look upon the Sea, and our Veſltel, and th: 
weather being fair and clear, we could fe 
as far as the mountains of Lacaudia in Spain, 
which are very different from thoſe where 


we were, for they are dry parched moun- 
tans,

I leave you ta judg, whither or no this 
Difcourle was pleatirig tro me, and it 1 took 
not hold on occaſions torelock to make my 
advantage of it, for I made Cheg Amar (en. 
{ible that their apprehenlions were very juft 
and their misfortune inevitable, unleſle there 
were a Caſtle built upon the great Iſland 
Albouzenea. ] had not much trouble to per. 
ſwade him what the conſequence of this Cz. 
ftle would be to all the Countrey, and tha 
if I were fo happy as that the King his Mz. 
ſter ſhould grant me thoſe things which | 
ſhould propoſe to him, I protered ro build 
itmy ſelt army own proper Charges and 
Expences, and that fo by this-means we might 
hinder the inſolency of their Enemies fron 
coming to annoy them in the Plains, and by 
the favour of the waves of the Sea , whi 
beat inceſſantly upon their Ports, they might 
not onely tall all thetr Lands, but enjoy the:

Here we repoled our ſelves about an hour, 
being in the middle ot the deſcent of thi 
Mounrain, trom whence iſſued a moſt plex. 
{ant Spring, ncer which (having unbridled 
our Horles, and other Beaſts ot Carriage 
ro let them graze ) we had ſomethmy 
broaght us to eat ; the Cheer was not extr; 
ordinary; for as theſe people commonty ar 
ſatisfied with a ſmall matter, and belide: 
Cheq Amar had told them, that he wouli 
not make any long ſtay, wheretore all t 
they gave us was onely ſome Eggs, Bea 
Milk , and new bread which they cal 
Cakes, and are like Oat-cakes, but thicke 
and about the breadth of a Plate. 

As we were about to take Horſe, I cauſe 
to be brought ſome Tweezers, knives, al 
Tobacco, which I preſented to this good | 
man, who rold me, he would receive the 
that he might leave to his Family a remet 
brance of our paſlage and my generolity,a 
that he had not ar all merited this Favour; 
that hence forward both he and his child 
would endeavour to. renderthemſ=|ves wo 
thy of it, and that he would pray. to God!

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Our Baggage being gone on before, with 
moſt of the Irain, I took leave of the vene- 
rable old man, and of his Sons, who accom- 
panied ys as far as the toot of the Mountain, 
unto a great Valley, where 1s a Source ot 
Water, ot a prodigious bigneſs, the fall of 
which at its iſſuing out makes ſo loud a 
noite, that we could {carce be heard ſpeaking 
to one another when we were near it ; and 
the deſcent to it Was fo very narrow, that 
but one on Horſcback could paſle at once to 
it, The place was lo pleaſanc, that all our 
company made a ſtop, and could not but ad- 
mire at it, as I1kewile at the rare quality of 
this water : and that which renders It inore 
deletable, is a great number of tall and 
ſpreading Trees, whole height ſpeaks their 
antiquity. So that when we had ordered our

ree, and at liberty, I] would have ſpent the 
emaining part of the day there, but ſeeing

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wards, I mounted my horſe, and having x. 
- Baintaken leave of our Hoſte, we continued 
in our Road, and not long atter we had paſ. 
ſed this River, we perceived our ſelves at the 
entrance of a little Cople of low wood , and 
at the foot of another mountain, which ws 
all cover'd with theſe Shrubs, whereon the 
higher we climbed, the more great Trees we 
found, with a way both large and pleaſint, 
ſtill growing better and better.

2 Meal which we had made with a good 
petite,made us hold our till the morning. [I 
:n ſent tor ſome Boxes of Sweet-meats and 
omfers, which | preſented to Cheg Amar, 
ith a bottle or two of Aqua mirabilis, to 
tertain his Wives and Kindred, which 
re at Benibzujacob, the ordinary place of 
elr abode. 

We had thought to have departed from 
ence the next morning, and have continued 
r Journey, but it was put oft two dayes 
dnger, upon Cheq Amar's hearing news of 
Inſurre&ion made by the Inhabitants of a

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Village on the mountain of Fenztouzin, wh 
had ter upon twenty men, whom the Kin 
Muley Arxid (ent to collect the 1tibure,iff 
1axcs , eight of which they had killed, ard 
wounded the other twelve. Thus report hy 


ving obliged him to mount on Horſebacs, i | 
rode in the head of titty Horſemen, to ai | 
prehend in that village fitreen ot thoſe who 1 
he believed ro have ben the Authors or Ell « 
ecuters of that Aſlaſſhnate : Theſe he broveiM « 
bound and tetter'd to Fenrboujacob, and ati « 
he had received particular information trol » 
themſelves, who kad committed the Murdc'M t 
and there being bur eight found guilty of :M þ 
he cauſed their Heads ro be ſtruck off, andy x 
the others he gave leave to deparr. [ 
The day following, which was Thur a 
day the two and twentieth of April, Chlff 
Amar having commanded our horſes, ara t 
Our other beaſts of C2rriage to*be brough / 
he cau{cd our baggage to be loaded, a a 
gave order to iſa 1c Abdos and Mb miil v 
Eilmetign!, to pay oft all our Scores ther a 
So we £0t to horic by eleven a Clock in thll a 
morning, and travelled until] {ix ar nigh u 
without any confiderable ſtop or ſtay. MM » 
our way we ſaw many pleaſant Vallies a" a 
Plains, alſo great Hiils and Mountains, wh g

we croſſed over by rugged and troubleſome 
wayes, but nevertheleſs the tops were covered 
with variety of Shrubs, and divers forts of 
tall trees , and the greateſt part ot the Plains 
and tops ot Hils ſowed and cujtivated, except 
the mountain called 7ez44wa, Wiich 15 very 
very ugh, and over which we were nigh two 
hours in paſſing : when we were on the top 
ot 1, Jooking towards the South, as tar as we 
could {ce, we diſcovered 3 Plain ; In the 119d- 
dle of which are two Towns, called /!«- 
mouda and T1 afarſy. diſtant hali a league one 
trom the other, and are ſeparated by a little 
River, which after any great Rain 1s fo im- 
petuaus, that 1t 1s impoſſible to paile it, untill 
the waters which come fron this large plain, 
and likewiſe fall trom th mountains and 
neighbouring Hills,are all dreined away. We 
then arrived at 7afarſy, Where ihe Cheg 
Bmlkey, who 15 Governour as well 0! this, 
as of Hamoud., came to receive us. And ha- 
ving learn'd by our ConduRters, who I was, 
and the Subject of my Journey, he expreiled 
all manner ot kindnels to me, and conducted 
us to a houle within the walls of the Town 
where all night he himſelt bare us company, 
asking me divers Queſtions, and proteiling a 
great delire of our eftabliiizment in the Ter-

ritories of the King Maley Arxid his My. 
ſer. 

This Cheq Boulkay was ſo obliging, and 
oftered me his Friendſhip with ſo gocd : 
grace, fo cordially, and with ſuch treenek 
that 1 cannor turbear giving you h.re a chi 
rater of him. He was a man of about thir. 
ty and five years of age, of a moſt cem:ly 
perſonage and aſpeR, ard very ſto't, ht 
was black tis true , but. nor vnhandſome, nc 
unpleaſant withall; on the contrary his meet 
and behaviour ſtrice with 2dmiration at the 
firſt {ight, and there is | know not wht in 
him, that forces all who look upon him to 
be in love with him. in «tte& there 15 no 
any of thoſe about him, nor ſcarcely in hi 
whole Juriſdiion, that would not tacrific 
his life tor his ſervice. 1 was told by ſome 
that he was of kinto the King 17n/ey Av xd, 
and [ believe no lefle of him , for belides tha 
he has much ot his Air, he is valiant, irong, 
and of a vigorous conſtitution , and generou 
aSa King : 1 tound my felt on a ſuddain, as 
were, compell'd ro have a particular eſtce 
for his perſon, and having cauſed my Trunks 
to be opened, 1 made him a preſent of tome 
Boxes of Sweet-meats, Tweezers, T obacco, 


and other things which 1 had, eſtifyi ing how 
much 
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much I was grieved , that 1 was unable to 
make my acanowledgrients to him by ſome- 


thing more conliderable ; but promuled him 


that by the firſt Veſſel that thouid come 
trom France, I would cauſe to be brought 
to him what ſhould be more worthy of his 
acceptance, and that in the mean t1me he 
would oblige me, to tell me what he moſt 
withed tor TI o which he aniwered, that my 
manner of giving and oftcring things, was 
infinitely obliging ; that he was delirous of 
nothing ſo much as my Friendihip, praying 
me onely to have him in remembrance, and 
that at my return trom 7-24 he would en- 
deavour with more leiftire ro fatishe all that, 
which time would not permit him to do ar 
preſent. 

From hence we departed on good Friday 
the twenty third, at tix a clock 1n the morn- 
Ing, and aiter many Embraces 1 took leave 
ot C beq boulkay, not without ſome forrow, 
as torſaking a man with whom | had newly 


contracted a firm league of Friendihip ; and 


I was glad to uſe the molt earneſt entreaties 
I could invent, to difſwade him trom getting 
on Horſeback ro bear me company a part of 
the way, having been conſtrained to tell him, 
that it would make me melancholy all the 


reſt 
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reſt of my Journey ; lince the more I ſhould 
have the honour ot being with him, the more 
I thould be ſorry to leave him, and that lince 
he intended me a «indneſs, he would do it 
for the beſt : with which I obliged him t9 
ſay behind, bur he would needs ſend with us 
his Lieutenant or Deputy, who accompanied 
us to the middle of the Delert, where I 1ray: 
ed him to return back agin. 

Having travelled about rwo Leagues in 
this Plain, we were forced to turn toward; 
the right hand, holding our courſe co th: 
South, yet keeping ſti.) in the Plain, and ha- 
ving asked the Lieutenant where this Plair 
ended that ſeemed to tend Ealtward, he toi! 
me, it was the way to the Laff ar:nes, which 
nevertheleſs was very far diſtant trom hence, 
and that beyond the Deſert ot Garret, ther: 
was likewiſe another great Piain, waich al# 
terminated at the 2 ff.c714es, but the doile 0: 
i was not ſo good as that where we were, 1 


ard one Load of Wheat or Barly, whic! l 
they call S:vade, here commonly produce © 
at leaſt five and twenty or thirty Loads, ail © 
that all this Piain Eaſtward was for the mol] Y 


vart ſowed with that Grain. in 
Continuing our march rowards the South il "1 


after we had gone about three Leagues, w 
were 
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were gotten to the entrance of the Deſert ot 
Garret, having firſt paſſed through a Wood 
of high Trees, among(t which was a great 
number of Clive-trees, and Cedars, Which 
chiefly grow at the foot ot two great flinty 
and ſandy mountains , whoſe tops 1n croffing 
we found alſo covered with thele, together 
with live-Oaks , (which are green all the 
year,) and wild Pines. Here we muſt paſs 
over a Mountain, in the middle of three or 
four others which environ 1t.by a way Which 
certainly 1s very bad in moſt places, pever- 
theleſs there is no body but may travel 1t on 
horſeback ; we were ar leaſt an hour in this 
bad way , which laſted to the middle of the 
mountain, where we 3lighted,and ſtaid abour 
an other hour at the toot of a great Rock, 
that ſeemed as high as we couid weil diſcern, 
from whence iſſues a great Spring of hot wa- 
ter, which they call Eſcrouna ; during which 
time our Horles were baited, and we alſo eat 
{ome provilions which we had brought with 
us : but when vie came to drink, having taſt- 
& the water 1 tound it warm and ſulphurous, 
yet could not we neverthelels forbear drink- 
ngit, in regard we had no other, but we 
mixed it with a little Aqua v11e, which we 
had brought with us inſtead of W'ine,to qua- 
lie it, \W hillt 
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, Whilſt we ſtaid by this Spring, there came 
Jews, to Waſh their 
Haicques (or Mantles) in it, and Shirts, who 


many Moors , and 


were ſurprized to ſee us there, and comin 
neer they gazed upon ns, and conlidered us, 
as ſuch people whole like they had never 
ſeen , and they cxprefled great joy and fatil- 
faction, when they were rold that we were 
going to the King Mmaley eArxi, and that 
it Was to eſtabliih in his Territories a Trade 
with his Subjects. | 

Being on horſeback ready to take leave of 
Cheg Boulkay's Lieutenant, I made a preſent 
to him of a pair of 1 weezers, with which he 
returned well contented and fatisfied, and we 
cept on our Road to the bottom of this 


& Mountain, by a more picaſant and Jarger 


way than before, which laſted an hour lon- 
ger. And they having told me, that at out 
going out ot it we thould come into a fandy 
Deſert, being a large Pain, without Trees 
Herbs, Graſs, or any other green thing 1 1, 


_ & that the parr over which we were to cro!s, 


was two or three leagues broad, I cauicd 1 
Goar's skinto be filled with the water ot 
this Spring of Eſ-rousr, tor any to corink 
thar (hou!d have need of it in the way ; I was 


of the number of thoſe, whom che violent 
ſcorching 
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ſcorching ot the Sun, which burnt us, toge- 
ther with the heat of the ground that was 1n- 
tolerably warm, iorced to drink of it. *T was 
theretore much againlt my ſtomach, thar I 
made them bring me a {up of this water, 
which 1 contidered as a medicine, as well in 
reſpec of the Spring's heat, augmented (t11] 
by the heat of the Sun, as allo ot that ſmell 
of Brimſtone Which rendered it nauſeous. 
But | was unſpeakably ſurpgrized, when | 
found this water very trelh, and of the moſt 
pleaſant raft of the world ; and asKking the 
company if it was not ſome other water 
which they had brought, they rold me, no, 
but that i: was the property ot this ſame, that 
when taken long out of the Spring it loſt 
ts il] qualities; wherefore to fatishe my 
Pallat as well as Thirit, I drank tour Cups 
of it, and all our Gentiem-n as many, which 
made us find our way leis tedious to Swaquix, 
although we got nor thither untill fix a clock 
at night, after we had croſled three moun- 
tains of Salt, which are on the tuthermoſt 
lide of the ſandy Plain. Betore we came to 
theſe mountains, we met With about balt a 
league of indifferent good ground , Which 
bare ſome Graſs , where we unbridled our 
horſes to let them graze, and alighted to 
reſt 
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reſt our ſelves for halt an hour ; and being 
g0t to horſe again, we croſs thele mountains 
of Salt, below which we ſaw a great Plain, 
wherein were a great many Adozards of 
Camps, from whence a multitude ot Afoor; 
with their children came flocking out 0: 
their Tents ro ſee us paſs by ; and amons|} 
the reſt, ſeveral Chegs of Adowards, who arc 
Heads of Tribes, which dwell] in theſe Tents, 
followed atter us, to know who we were,and | 
whither going. 

Iſa Ben Abdow, and Mahomet Elmet Cn) 
our Conductor, brought us into the midile 
of the Plain ro the Douard, which they Per- 
ceived belonged to the principal C heq, why 
at that time was abſent , and betides, ( hez 
Amar not being with us, our Conductor 
had no great reception, ſo that we were 1ain 
ro ſtay for ſome time under a huge Oak, th: 
diſtance of a Stones caſt jrom a pleaſant R:- 
ver. In which interim /ſ« Zen Abdou ſpurred 
his horſe, and rode from one Doxard to ano- 
ther, to acquaint all the Cheqs that we were 
Frenchmen, whom they had been ordered to 
walt upon to the King uley eArxid, that 
Cheq Amar would ſuddainly be with us, and 
that if they came not quickly to do their du- 


ty, they would certainly repent. Wheretor: 
C als 
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aid Saide Etwry the Aforabite (a Holy 
an, and of great veneration amoneglt them ) 
zſted ro me, to the place where we ſtayed, 
nd brought us 1Nto the next Doward, (after 
e had diſperied the Croud which followed 
;) and appointed us the beſt Tent to lodg

Caid Quibir who was the principal C beg 
fall the eA-louards, that were encamped in 
is Plain) returning home in the Evening, 
d having bcen advertiſed of . our arrival, 
ame with ail ſpeed to find us out, and make 
5 change the 0o#ard and the Tent for a bet- 
r. and when he had complemented us and 
eated us with much civility , he ſent us a 
uple of fat Sheep, with ſome Egps, Butter, 
heeſe, Miik, Bread, Raiſons, and what elſe 
had worth our acceptance : in exchange 
Which I preſented him with a Caſe ot 
weezers, half a dozen Knives and Sheaths, 
{0 ſome Bratil, Tobacco. 

On the morrow, being Saterday the four 
dtwentieth of April,1ſa ben Abdou would 
tlet us go forward, untill Cheq Amir and 
eq Abdalaſis ſhould overtake us, fo that 
* were conltrained here to attend thct; 
ming, 

We had left them behind (asI formerly 
told 
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told you) at Feniboujacob : but they ſet ou 
trom thence the ſame day as we did, and wer 
to the village of the mountain of Be: nirouzy, 
where ſo ſoon as they came, they cauſed 
the Cattle, moveable Goods, moneys, ane 
Arms, belonging to thoſe eight miſerad; 
men, whoſe heads had been cut oft, to beſz 
ſed on, for their rebelling againſt the Officer 
that collected the Taxes, which all the Su 
jects of the Kingdom of Fez paid to tk 
King Mmaley Arx:d ; and this Saterday nigt 
at ſeven a clock, they came to us where: 
were : after whom followed a great numb: 
ot Oxen, Cowes, Sheep, and Goats, whit 
were driven along by twenty men ot be 
toxtin, Cheq Amar had allo brought ti 
great baps tull of (a) Blangailles, part: 
which he had taken from thoſe wretches, ar 
the other part was the remainder of the 6 
rame or Tax, gathered from the reſt of t

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dal-/is were arrived, all the Chegs of the 4- 
dowards came £0 pay them their Homage,and 
ſent them far Sheep, and what other good 
chings they had, inſomuch that they feaſted 
all night long. And we, for our parts, cauſed 
to be dreſſed beforehand four Pullets, and 
four good joints of Mutton againſt the next 
morning, which was E after-day, tor our 
Break-faſt ; although there was one of our 
company that was a H#gonot, Who had not 
patience enough to ſtay till morning, bur 
muſt needs make ſome Pottage of Flell 
which he ear, yet without my Knowledg ; 
now this was obſerved by Chreq Amar, who 
rold me of it in the way : but I ro excuſe this 
aut, anſwered, that ever lince he had left. 
5, this perfon had been very ill, Or elſe 
replied hz, ſmiling) he 1s of ſome other Re- 
gion, tor 1 know that he has eaten fleſh be- 
orenow. By which you may ce, thar 
heſe people, whom we cſteem as dull and 
gnorant, are not ſo, and take greater notice 
vt things than we could imagine. | 

All our Company then {erting out toge- 
her on Efter-day, the 25th. of Aprul, at 
vea clock in the morning, with very bad 
eather, and.a great Labech (as they call it) 


r Buth-weſt wind, very cold, we marched 
untHll 
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until eleven, and fancing our ſelves 1n a great 
Meadow called Bonfouab, C heg Amar 1. 
lighted trom his horſe, as did ail the reſt of 
our company ; Where atter we had unbrig. 
led, andrurned our horſes to grazing, and 
repoſed our ſelves about an hour, our Se. 
vants prepared for us the Pullets, Mutton, 
and other things which we had cavſed to be 
drefled the night before : and percelving thu 
Cheq Amar and Cheq Abdalaſis had brough Þ 
nothing with rhem, and there being no Dou. Þ 
ard near the place where we were, | invited 
them to ear with us, which they accepted; 
but it was a great mortification to ſee tha Þ 
we wanted Bread amidſt {uch a Feaſt, andÞ 
were oblizcd ro finith our Meal with Meu 
onely. | F 
The Journey whick we were to make 
e're we came to our” Lodging, being very 
long, we mounted again about noon, an(cÞ 
travelled over two. or three Plains, and 
croſs certain Ridges and Hills, all covere:Þ 
with high Graſs, and great variety of herbs, 
and flowers, which grow there naturally 
not to ſpeak of the Fields ſown with When, 
Barly, Oates, and diverſe forts of Gratn, tha 
reached upto our Horſes Girts: And we like 
wiſe obſerved in this. Road, that in ſome pl: 
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ces they were beginning to cut Oates alrea- 
dy. Atter this we paſled over the top of a 
high green Hill,and going downwards on the 
South- lide, we relied again about an other 
hours {pace,to give our horſes time to feed ; 
and as we were entertalning our ſelves with 
this proſpect, we ſaw ſome Lyons, and wild 
Bores paſſing in the Plains, and over the Hills, 
but this was now no great novelty to us. For 
indeed the earneſt dcfire | had to arrive at 
{ez,4, and know Whar would be the ſuccels 
ot our Voyage, as allo ty enjoy ſuddenly -the 
company of Monlieur Avyer, and give hun 
ſome good Newes, made me take little plea- 
ſure in any toning, whatſoever, . which might 
have yelided me luthcient delight at another 
time : veheretore riling up, we got to horſe, 
and aept on our Road till we came to 7 1ſe- 
rac, Where we arrived at feven a clock at 
night. 

Immz6lutely phe © hogs Viarage, Sec.who 
arc three Brothers, Came to Welcorae me, 
and otter me their ſervice with great thewes 
0; $1ndnels, and lodged us under the Tent 

oft one 4ahamuint _dhws , Whither they 
ſentus in Sheep, Pullcts, Butter, and other 
provilion for Supper ; and 1, to make my 


acknowiedgments to them, preſented them 
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with Braſi] Tobacco, Tweezers, and Knives, 
which they with great ſatisfaQion received, 
returning me particular thanks for them. 

This place of Tiſ.rac, 18 a great (ide of a 
Hill, high, and of a large extert, whereon 
were five Dowards, or ſeveral companies of 
Tents pitched like ſo many villages. At the 
foot of this was a delicate Spring of good 
water, and about it three leſſer Hills, pleaſant 
beyond compare, by reaſon of the Greennel: 
of the Trees, and various forts ot Grain ſown 
there, by the Moors, or more properly A- 
rabs of the Adowards, who for a long time 
have encamped in that place. invited to {tay 
there by the (weetnefſe and healthfulneſs ot 
the Air. So wepaſled the night there with 
great ſatistaction, and perte&t repoſe. 

Cheq Amar, and Ch:g Abdalsſir, who 
were lodged in another Tent,got up by day- 
break to (ee our Baggage loaded,and to ſend 
them forwards with the Cattle and other Þ 
Luggage which had overtaken us. And at Þ / 
ſeven a clock in the 'morning, being Munday Þþ 
the twenty ſixth of April, they came to 
bid me,good morrow, attended by all the 
Cheqs of the Dowards, amongſt whom | allo MW; 
cauſed more Caſes of Tweezers to be diſtri- W;; 
buted ; and after | had thanked them forall 

| then 
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their favours, we mounted our horſes, taking 
the left-hand way to paſle the firſt hill, and 
coming to the top ot it we turned on the 
right hand towards the South, whence we 
| diſcovered a Plain at a great diſtance, where- 
| in were abundance of green Trees, alſo ferti| 
| Corn-fields, and rich Meadows bedecked 
! with great variety of flowers and herbs; 
| through which keeping our Road, we drevy 
© neer to three Adowards,on the skirts of a lit- 
E tle Hill by a fruictul valley ; tothe Chegs of 
! which, Cheg Amar made a lign, for them to 
© come to us, and they obeying his Summons 
= brought with them tome Milk, Butter, Bread, 
; and Eggs, our Servants likewiſe having kepr 
” the remainder of what had been drefled the 
* night before ; it being now about eleven a 
} clock, we fate down to cate with Cheg Amar, 
# after which giving ſome Caſes of T weezers 
! tothe Cheqs, away we went, and rode till 
Z twoaclock in the afternoon : at which time 
: Cheq Amar adviſed us to make a halt, being 
8 within a League of Teza, to expett the bag- 
Z gage Which we had left behind. In the 
mean while he and Cheg Abdalaſis loſt no 
time, but went direRly forward to the King, 
t0 give him an account of our Voyage be- 
fore our arrival , having left order with 1ſ« 
Bex 
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Ben Abdou, that ſo ſoon as the rear of our 
Caravan was come up to us, we ſhould march 
ſtraight ro Tz, an Fe he would be ready 
to recerve 11s. 

When we were on the {ide of the Fill 
deſcending to this Plain, we could perceive 
at a preat diſtance from vs, the Ciry of Tex, 
which ſtands on the North part of it, and is 
built on very high ground, but yer ot an ealk 
and pleaſing aſcent, becavſe the Plain is ot fo 
large an extent, that we come inſen({ibly to Þþ 
the Town, without perceiving any up-hill. | 

To look upon this City afar off,it appear Þ 
ro have been ſomething more conliderable ſÞþ 
than it 1s qt preſent, and that it is a Town| 
waich well deſerves to be a place of reſidence 
for the Kings ot this Countrey. In ſhort, it 
the Propriety with which the eldeſt Son & 
the King of F:z 1s alwayes inveſted, and ac: 
counted the moſt conſiderable of all thi 
Kingdom next the capital, which bears theÞ 
ſame name with the Kingdom of F:z. | 

We were fain ro wait about two hour, 
e're all that we had left behind could cone ff 


up to joyn with us , during which, to paſt di 
away out time, we walked in a Jittle me: WW 
dow neer thc high way, not far from whenc al

rana ſmall River, which we muſt croſs t 
ente 
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enter into the town, thither we ailo went, 
and diverted our ſelves, beholding the water 
glide (wittly by us, making a pleaſant mur-

| great Rains) in its continual motion and 
} career from place ro place : injomuch thar 
# all who pafled rbat Road could nor chooſe 
| but top to conl1der us, and this being a day 
| of great relort tothe City, 1 leave you to 
julg what multitudes we faw, and how 
much we were ſeen . and gazed ar, 

| The report Which iving 44ulepy Arxid can- 
ſed to be {ſpread abroad oi our coming, as 
well ro do us honour, as for his own advan- 
tage, Was of great concernment to htm, thar 
even the City ot Fez the oid, yeilded at the 
very inſtant ro his obedience, and fent Cheq 
Deagbal, who had been thetr Governour, 
to know tf it were true indeed, that the 
French had ſeat an Ambaflador to King 
Muley Arxid. 

I had forgotten ro tell you, that from 
the rop of the firſt hill, trom whence we 
diſcovered Tez.4, to the Meadow where 
we ftiyed, which was about two Leagues, 
all along as we travelled through the Plains, 
we ſaw on the (ides of hills at leaſt fifty fe-

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veral Adowards, from whence innumerable 
troops of Moors came out of their Tens 


flocking to look upon us, and followed u 


with theis Eyes as far ar they could diſcern; 
Inſomuch that the rumour which had run 9: 
our approach, being found true by our pre. 
ſence, it gave to all the /foors a new and Þ 
more honourable eſteem of their k ing Mu Þ 
lev rx1d , lince ſo great a Monarch as the Þ 
King of France had {ent his Subjects to him, 
Incttect, this newes onely,had already ſtruck 
old Fez, with ſuch a terror, as | have related, Þ 
that it obliged the Inhabitants ro ſurrender, Þ 
And there now being onely the New Town 


which reliſted the King Muley 14 rad, he ; | 


laying hold on the occalion, ſent thither im- 
mediarely fourſcore Adouards, to joyn with Þþ 
thoſe who already cloſely belieged it, -giving | 
out alſo a report that he would ſend to them 
as many more, and that ſo ſoon as I ſhould Þ 
be gone, he himſelt would come thither in Þþ 
perſon. 
Cheg Deagbal, Governour of Fes the Þ 
Old, being arrived at 7ez4 before us, expe- þ 
Qed us there, and was himſelf witneſs ot

| Entry. 

| Iris not to be believed what an imprethon 
| this made upon the people , at leaſt to have 
8 ſeen, as we did, all the h: vh- -Wayes T0 the 
: City thronged with ſuch vat multitudes, that 
| although we were yet in the Plain, and had 
E no Suburbs to paſle through in entring into 
} the City, we could not nev ercheleſs but with 
great difhculty, get to the Gates: and when 
$ we had crowded in, the Streets, though 
| broad, now were ſo narrow for us, that our 
| Horſes could not take a ſtep forwards, with- 
z out treading upon the teet ot the people. 
{ Wheretore our Conductors, and twenty 
| Neproerof the King's Guard, which were 
| ſent to help us to break throu 'h the Throng, 
; were torced to call out inceilantiy t0 them, 

| balec, Balec, Which is to lay, make room, 
| make T7607, yet for all this would they not be 
| rerſrvaded. to range themſelves and maze us 
way, until at Jaſt that they were neceſ{itated 
tOuſe violence to the tranſported multitude, 
and todrive them up to heaps by force ot 


Armes, So that from the entrance of the 
Cay, 
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City, to the houſe which they had prepare 
for us, although it was not more than a thoy. 
ſand paces, we ſpent above an hour in going 
it. And yer though we were come to th; 
very doors, it was no ealle matter to get in, 
for we muſt renew all ourendeavoursto mai 
way through the Preſs, aithough ther< had 
been twelve other Blacks ever lince mornino 
to ſecure the enrrance, and hinder the Cron! 
trom thruſting in; nevertheleſs ir was impol. WW 
lible for them to keep themſelves maſters, My; 
and force the multitude to let us in, untill al 
the Blacks together put themſelves into 1 
poſture of falling upon them, and not ſparing 
any that ſhould not give us way. 
| would have endeavoured to fatishie 2! 
their curioſities at lerſure, bur I was atter- 
wards informed, that if the Negroes, wh

© pole, and refreiting my ſeif tor three dayes, 


(atter which he would give me audience. | 


My expettation was truſtrated by this 
meſſage, tor ] ſuppoſed it would have been 
within two or three hours after our Arri- 
val, wheretore | thanked Cheq Amar, and 


| increated him ro procure that a ſooner time 


might be prefixed tor that purpoſe ; but he 
embracing and kiſſing me, took his leave; 
and went to tell the king, that ] was delirous 


{tocome and thank his Majeſty for his Civil 


tes, and the teſtimonies ot his Friendihip. 
Immediately atter C/eq Amar was gone 


| out, camie Mabamer Abiibthe ining's MeW- 
KW rd, and with him two Negrmes , who 


brought a large Baſon ot tour toot Diameter, 
wherein were a dozen ot white earthen 
Diſhes, filled with abundance of Fowles 
both boyled and roſted, alſo Beef, - Mutton, 
and Veal,drefled after diverſe talhions ; . tke- 
wiſe variety of Comterts, of {weet Cakes, and 
many other things to be eaten made of Su- 
gar, and all round about this was laid fine 
light 
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light bread, which they preſented us with: 
in which we found wherewith ſufficiently y 
content our appetites ; for it was all ver 
good, and well dreſſed, with Satiron, Butte: 
which they call Mantegue, and Sugar. 

After we had ſupped, facob P arient e. Ilt 
Ben Abdou, and /Aahamert Elme:igny, did 
ſoltkewiſe , and when they had done, ou 
Servants ſate down toit: after which, th: 
Negroes carried back the Baſon, and Dithe, 
when it ſeemed we had ſcarce touched then, 
ſo well had they been filled with meat. 

At night {heq Amar, and Cheq Abdala 
fs came again to ſee me, and ſtayed until 
ten a clock with us. I asked if I (hould har 
my Audience tne next day, but they told 
me, I needed not to diſquiet my ſelf, tor that 
the King Mnley eArxid having learnt, i 
what manner Perſons ſhould be received, 
when they came trom ſo great a Monarchs 
the King of France, would not fail in anj 
thing ; that at the end of three dayes ht 
would give me Audience, and that | mlght 
promiſe my ſelf all ſatisfa&ion umaginable 
as to my bulineſs. 

For cerrain this diſcourſe was pleating e 
© . nough to me, fince | perceived the particular 
eſteem which they had for our Invincidt 
Monarch 


| 
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lonarch, the reputation of whoſe valour 
ikes him known in the moſt remote and 
oft barbarous Countreys : But the impa- 
zence which 1s natural to the French Natt- 
n, made me ſuffer diſcontent amidſt ſo ma- 
y teſtimonies of Friendſhip, aud ſuch mul- 
plicity of Careſſes, by the defire I had ot 
zeing the King Mnley Arxid, and knowing 
hat would be the ſucceſs of our voyage ; 
[though all appearances made me conjecture, 
at it could not but be moſt adyantageous. 
being then very late, C heg Amar and 
heq Abdalaſis witlied us a good night, and 
1 {W-parted, leaving us to take a little repoſe : 
re ue Ve had ſcarce cloſed our Eyes to fleep, 
1; {Wce we heard at the door our Friend Maha- 
et A'tib, with four Negroes, who brought 
{1th them two Baſons, in each of which was 
roaſted Mutton all entire, with Bread laid 
und about it. 
Jacob Pariente, and lſa Ben Abadou, who 
red not from us, told us, that we muſt 
uw, qr at leaſt ſeem ſo 30 do, therefore rai- 
ng my ſelf np, more oppreſled with ſleep. 
n hunger, we took ſome morſels of this 
ea, which 1 may confidently affirm was 
emolt excellent and of the moſt ſavoury 
liſh that I have ever taſted : And after 1

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had proteſted tro Alriv, that we had do 
this onely out of complacence to him,! prix. 
ed him to cenlider that we had more needs 
reſt, than any thing elle. 
The next moriung, being the twamy 
venth ot .-pril, . beq Amar Was at Our doy 
by five a clock, to bid me good niorrow , | 
had no ſooner opened to him, but he perce. 
ved iy trouble,and asked me the caulc of 1p 
} rold him, that rorwitſtanding all theſe pl. 
ſures, which were ſufficient to charme t: 
greateſt grict, | ſuttered nevertheleſs an in: 
lerable pain, by the 1mpatience [ had oi k:P"! 
ing th: hang CHMuley A: xid, and that it h 
trom hence I expected an entire fſatis/act 
ot all my voyage, that he would ob.1ge 
In uling his utmolt endeavours tor advan! 
this happy day, which could onely brit 
com:ort to my diſquizr. = © 
This motion was entertained with (ua! 
good tortone, that C heq Amar havin W vh 
infanite arguments reaſſure me of his tricuÞ 
fhip, as allo of the kings, and kindly em! 
ced me, went ſtraight to the king, who fic 
mediately asked {utm, it he had ſcen me, Wi" 
how Idid: to which Cheg Amar repiyſ'"s 
chat he jult now came from me, and naÞ40; 
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aſed to be. The King then asked him, if he 
ould gueſs at the caule, and bad him take 
are to divertile me. But Cheq Amar,who 
had (worn by his Head that he would ſerve 
e ſaid ro him, Sir, it will be needleſs, tor 
Zaptain Roland Frejwe 15 as much in love 
rich your Majeſty, as a Gallant that 1s very 
paſſionate of his Miſtreſs, and cannot have 
: ny contentment but in her light, and to. 
hom all other things are altogether indit- 
.Werent ; 'tis tor this realon, that the greateſt 
leaſure you can do him, 1s rather to give 
im the ſatisfaction he defires, which will be 
he welcomeſt Newes , and that the happieſt 
ay to him, wherein You hall give him leave 
0 Watt 0n You. 

Although the King Muley Arxid would 
ot conſent to this, the diſcourſe nevertheleſs 
x35 not unplealing to him : And notwith- 
:anding he had ſeen me paſs by his Caſtle, 
Mvihen 1 made my entrance into the City, yet 
oalf92d he a mind that ( heg Amar ſhould give 
um a Character of me z which was pertor- 
id by him with a great deal of joy, as ha- 
ng ſo favourable an occalion offered of ſer- 
Ing his Friend. He then told him, that he 
chad never ſeen a Perſon of fo great a reſo]u- 
cio as 1 was; for that ſo ſoon as I had received 
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His Mifeſttes Letter, beyond hts expectatin 
| came on Shore, without demanding Hy 
ſtages; and having told me upon the Roxl 
that | had a good cyurage, that durſt throy 
my {eli intoaheir hands without any precut: 
ton: [had anſwered him, how that wih 
the true Moors, there was no need to few, 
when they had given their word, that 
would not onely truſt them with my perſon, 
but with a'l | had in the world; and thatby 
the dealings | had had with them 1n the Le. 
vant and in Frbary, 1 kne v 1n what mur- 
ner | muſt live with thera, and theretore: 
had no great difhculty ro do What | hit 
done ; likewiſe that I promiſed my fclt, by 
the help of God, a happy ſucceſs of my vor-ſWca 
age, [ince tt was 1n ail reſpects ſo advantaz Wer 
ous as well to the King, by the amity 0t Miz 
vreat a Monacch as ours, as to the Subject, {m, 
by reaſonof the Commerce which would & 
eltablithed berwixt one and the other. 1n-Þþ 
fomuch that there was nothing but his agree 
ment to all that I hoped for, which coui 
draw me from this welancholly, that the (os ſbu 
ner he himſelf could confirm it to me by hb 
mouth, would be the better for me. Th 
which the King anſwered, /44bale, that 1510 
ſay, wub all my heart ; wherefore the net

: Yo {oo0N as C heq Amar had heard this, he 
| kiſſed the Kings head in token of his grati- 
i tude; and after the King had asked him ſome

i Inthe mean time Alt:b, who had order 
7 to cauſe meat ro be brought us thrice a day; 
\-W came, as he had done in the morning, with a

{mar take his leave of me, to let me eat my 

Dinner in quiet without diſturbance,and em-

Wedined very well with our uſual Fare : 
but I began more than ever to think on the 
lay of my Audience, and on the Diſcourſe 
Ach | ſhould make in Spaniſh , 1n regard

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theſe conliderations, came a Moor, to knoy 
if Jacob Pariente was Within,and to acquair: Þ 
him that Cheg Deegba!, Governour of Fe.

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This free way of ſpeaking, which 1s very 
acceptable to the Heors, infinitely pleaſed 
( heq Deaghal , who in concluſion of our 
conference made me a thouſand proteſtations 
of his friendſhip: and knowing that with 
theſe people, our hands ſhould be always 
ready to give, I made align to bring me 
ſome Boxes of Sweet-meats, Eraſil Tobacco, 
T weezers, and Knives, Which I with my 
own hand preſented to him , he was ſurpri- 
zed at my Generolity, and in receiving them 
he profeſſed that he took them, to the end Þ 
he might bein arrears ro me, thar he would Þ 
keep them all his life for a remembrance of Þ 
me, and that if his good fortune ſhould per- Þ 
mit him to ſee me at Fez, he would witnes | 
by rea] effe&s the ſenſe which he ſhould ever Þ 
have of my Civilities. After this he ſtayed Þ 
about an hour with me, and if he had not Þ 
been ſent for by the King, he had tarried ye | 
longer: for it ſeemed 1t was with trouble Þ

&tion aſſured me of his readineſs to ſerve me, Þ 

He was no ſooner gone, but Cheq Amar, Þ 
and Cheq Abdalaſss, came to ſee me, and þ: 
found ſuch a throng of Aoers in the Cour, Þ 
that they were aſtoniſhed at the ſight, and Þ 
therefore chid thoſe Negroes, the Kings Ser- Þ 
Vants, 7 
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rants, Which we had alwayes ready at the 
{ door to wait upon us ; Who to excuſe them- 
| ſelves, told them, that unleſs they thould 
| uſe violence, it was impoſſible to hinder the. 
 Croud from entring in. Wherefore Cheg 
' eAmar ſpake to them, onely ſaying, Am- 
- chi hauroube, Which is to ſay, Farewell, be 
| gone, When "immediately they every one 
= made haſt to be going out , ſo reſpeRtul are 
| they to their Cheqs, and obedient to all their 
| Commands. 

| All this Rabble being marched off, Cheg 
} eAmar and Cheq Abdalaſis invited me out

We were no ſooner riſen from dinner, by 
Cheq Amar came to give us notice, that x 
five a clock in the afternoon he was comman. 
ded from the King Muley e-1rxid his Mz. 
ſter, to attend me tq the Caſtle, who would 
be there ready to receive me ; that 1 thoul: 
ger all things in order, which 1 purpoſed to 


carry with me, leſt I ſhould make them tay : 


tor me: $0 that as ſoon as he was gone (hz 
ving firſt preſented him with ſome Boxes 0 
DWeet-meats) I ordered my Servants to put 
up into a Trunk all the Curiofities, which | 
had to preſent to the King Muley Arid 
and as tor thoſe things which I could not 


make rog0 in, I caufed them to be ſet apan Þ 


to be carried by his N egroe-. 


Cheq Amar tailed not to come to conduc 


me to the Caſtle, at the hour which had been 
commanded him,and brought with him ke; 


eAbdalaſis, and three or tour of his friends, 
rogether with thirty Negroes of the kings 


Guard 
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Guard, to make way for us: for the news 
which had been blazed abroad ot our arrival, 
and of the day wherein the King /7aley tr 


| xid was togive us Audicnce, drew ſuch a 


world ot people from all parts into 7 eza, 
that they aſſured me the like numbers had ne- 
ver been known there before ; infomuch that 
it was believed the whole Countrey Was 
come to ſee us. 

We departed then from our Lodging at 


hve a clock in the atternoon, on Wedneiday 
| the eight and twentieth of April, In this or-

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If the newes of my coming and arrival 
at Tez.4 made a great noiſe, the reading of 
this Letter, which King CMmnley Ar xid cau- 
ſed ro be done in publick, tac a much 
greater, ſo that there was nothing ro be 
heard but Lonug live Kirg MULEY 
ARXID, andhufriend LEWIS, the 
Porent King of France. This was firſt known 
within the Town of New Fez, and cauſed 
thereupon the 4/c-:d or Governour to think 
of ſecuring his head by retiring himſelf, well 
knowing, that he could not ſtand againſt the 


| force of king Tuley Arxid, to whom now 


all things gave way, after the encourage- 


| ment which he had now received by otfers of 
| Alliance from the King of France. 


The Diſcourſe, which I made in Spa- 


| "ih, to the end that Jacob Pariente mine In- 
| rerpreter might nnderſtand it, was rendered 
| word for word into A-abick; and whilſt 


Jacob Pariente repeated it, I obſerved much 


| ſatisfaQtion in the countenance of King Mu- 
| ley Arxid, as likewiſe in that of the 1ſora- 
| bites, who,as I ſaid, fate by him croſle-legg'd 
| ona large Carpet ſpread on the Ground. 


Although the King very well underſtood 
the interpretation of my Diſcourſe given by 


| Facob Pariente, nevertheleſs, as a piece of 


State 
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State, Cheg Amar ſtanding on the right hand 
ot the King, repeated unto him the words 
' one after another diſtinctly ; whereuron 
king Macy Arxid exprefled his ſatisfaction 
by his Antwer as followeth. 

l am much obliged to the King of France 
your Maſter ; there 1s nothing which he may 
not promiſe himſelf which 5 in ry power to 
perform, [ will return an Anſwer to his Let- 
ter, and you (hall recerv? content : tn the meax 
while take care to refreſh your ſelf, and be not 
diſquieted at any thing. | 

Whereunto I anſwered, that I kad now 
no reaſon to be diſquieted, fince there was 
nothing left me to delire, except that ] might 
the ſooner return, to publith ro all Europe 
the Generolity oft fo mighty a Monarch, 
Hereupon he as: 'd me, what I thoug{tt of the 
Countrey, and the Peaple, and whether 1 
had met with any thing which gave me any 
diſturbance in'my Journey, and if according 
to his Order | had been received with that 
kindneſs and friendihip which 1 might «&x- 
pet. I replied, that it had been all along (o 
great, that I could nut but admire jt, and 
that I was impatient to give a relation there- 
of to my Friend the Sicur Royer, whom 1 had 
left embarqued at the Port of Albonzema 

| that 
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that I was a little concera'd for, ard appre- 
henlive of his condition, fince that having 
left him in a place unpeopled, and having no 
defence within the Port, thoſe who envied 
our happineſs and ſettlement, might ealily 
contrive ſome delign againſt us, and that 
there was nothing hindered me from beta- 
kingmyv ſelt thyther, but the expeQation of 
receiving his Commands. #ell (aid he) 
we will provide. all things, axd will together 
with you lay down that method, which ſhall be 
neceſſary for the acccompliſhing of what cngbt 
to be performed. 

Artlengrh he ask'd me, it I could procure 
him from the Chriſtians any Linnen and 
Wollen Cloath, and ſome other C ommodi- 
tes : Whereunto I anſwered, that there was 
no need of any thing but to expreſs his de- 
fires, and1 would my ſelf take care to fee 
them ſatished, # ell (ſaid he) vefore your re- 
turn [ ſhall have ſubdued .Gayland, that Rebel 
agaiuft my Puiſſance, to morron we will have 
another conference, in the mean while you 
may enjoy jour [eff. 

Ar the concluſion of this Diſcourſe,1 took 
my leave of him with-z profound Reverence, 
and forthwith Cheq Amar came down to 


accompany me, and tro. reconduct me _—_ 
2 | ene 
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che ſame manner that he had brought me 
thither. 

Thoſe who brought thither the Cheſt, 
and the other Preſents which we had prepa- 
red tor the king, were not admitted within 
the Gate ot the great Court, but expected 
there to receive our Orders : fo that atter 
we were paſt ths Gate, Cheg Amar took 
them inco his Charge, and went to preſent 
them all unto the King, with whom he ſtaid 
at leaſt halt an hour : tor the King, aitcr he 
had rtceived the Key trom him, cauled the 
C heſt to be opened in his preſence, ard ha- 
ving tura'd over what was 1n it, he pitchd 
upon tour Roſaries of Cora), and a dozen 
pair of Bracelets of fall Pear), and allo 
fix Nec.-Jaces, which I bought when 1 came 
trom Barcelona, which he the more eſtec- 
med, beeauſe they would ſerve for the uſe of 
his four Wives, for he had no more at that 
time, but they ſay he hath now a Seragl, 
like the Grand Seignour's at Conſtantinople. 

The King perceiving that Cheq Amar had 
quitted ns, to attend the Ceremony of bring- 
ing in theſe Preſents, made a (ign to him to 
return to us again. While he was abſent, | 
entertained my ſelf with a wonderful pro- 
ſpect towards a large verdant Plain, exten- 
divg 
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ding it ſelf from North-North-Eaſt unto the 
South ; and about eight or ten Leagues di- 
ſtant 1 diſcovered that vaſt mountain Alu, 
covered with Snow almoſt halt its deſcenr, 
| could not any turther enlarge my proſpect, 
becauſe my light was terminated by a large 
Wall, which compaſſed about the Hill 
whereon ſtood the Caſtle. In this Plain 
there were pitched more than an hundred 
Tents and Pavilions, with a prodigious num- 
ber of men, which were all ofthe King's 
Guard : I could not tor a long time torbear 
to admire theſe things, and my Cnriolity 
was renewed upon the return of Cheq Amar, 
whoembracing me, told me that the kg 
was much ſatisfied with mv! Preſent, ard had 
commanded him to return n:: 1 hanks., but [ 
exculing my ſeit, :oId him, chat Kings ard 
perſons of his Generolity, had regard ro the 
good will of the Uonour, rather than to the 
Preſent , and 1: it ſhould pleale 0d to 'rring 
me back fafe into Fr.zce, | {hou'd acquu my 
ſelt better by the acknowledgment which I 
| ſhould make of his | avours,lince we can pre- 
ſent nothing ro Gftat perſons which will not 
come much 1}.ort of their worth, but 1 thould 
hereby have the ſatisfaQtion of being accoun- . 
ted nat ungratetul : Whereupon he oye

| ſhould be here too blame, 1t I did not 
pive an account of the Perſon of this Great 
King, although the Report of his Victories 
joyn'd to what I have already related,argues 
that it muſt needs be believed, that | thall 
want words to ſet forth a man, whoſe valour 
dorh fo far exalt him above what he already 
3s, that if it were poefhble ro tind any other 
Prince who might be thought worthy to 
Nlare the Title ke Invincible Conquerour 
with the Monarch of Frazce, it would be 
this man withont doubt, after the dangers 
whereunto he hath expoſed himſelf, from 
which he returneth with the ſame pleaſant: 
neſs and good meen, as it he came from a Ball 
or Feaſt. Ir is certain that his Generolity, in 
rewarding the leaſt valiant ation in his Sou]- 
diers, ferveth him for a Biſtkler, and that e- 
very one who hath any ſenſe of honour, puts 
himſelf forward to fight in his preſence, that 
he may be an Eye-witneſs of their behaviour:

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and he being alwayes at the head of his men, 
he that would have him a Spectator of his 
valour,muſt be ſure to be with the toremol ;

tore him, But not to leflen his Glory by

about forty four years, of a middle ſtature,

38 The Relation of a Voyage 
after ſurvive in this his Off-ſpring, and thar 
he ſhould thereby recover the Kingdoms of 
T afiletta, Fez, and Marocco, all which had 
formerly been in his poſſeſſion. One might 
diſcover in his countenance a warlick and na- 
tural averſion from all (lothiulneſs, and an 
inclination ſeverely to puniſh the miſcarria- 
ges thereof; Which is the reaſon that all his 
people are very punctual in obſerving his 
Commands.

deſire, intreating me, not to think of any 
thing for the turure, but of enjoying Ty lelt, 
which would be a means ot his doing the 
Ike.

her, we returned to ovr houle in the ſame

The morning toilowtng, being Thurſday 
the twenty ninth of 4p-:/, abour lix of the 
Clock, Aihome: A'/ttb came to me from 
the King's appartiment, ro bring met 
Mattons, 397 Summer-pears, commanding 
the Blacks that they thould conſtantly attend 
us, to fetch what we had need of from th: 
Pallace, which was the onely uſe we mad: 
of them, becauſe our own Servants &refle 
our mear : [ rewarded him with {1x ”:7ftre: 
for which he gave me thanks. 

I received a viſit from A:r9n Carſin:

ofWacob Pariente's,who rold me,that yeiter

Cheq Amar came often to vilit me, and 
confirmed what Aurox Carfiner had told me , 
| ſeemed to know nothing ot it betore, but 
told him, that | could not think my felt (ov 
happy as that the king lhould give any cre- 
dit to it, bur I could not but promiſe my ſelf 
that if there were need of any caution, he 
would give it me, Wereupon he anſwered,

Then embracing and king one 
another, he retired,and our Servants diſpatch- 
ed to make ready tor dinner, 

It was almoſt noon when we aroſe from 
Table, many people ſtanding by who came 
to ſee us eat meat : after Jacob Parieme had 
dined, there came to him a Jew, to Jet him 
know, that ( heq eArras, the Father in law 
of Muley Arxid, delired to ſpeak with him; 
wherewith not acquainting me, he came to 
me and delired a Box of Sweet- meats, anda 
tew Plums, and told me he would be back in 
a moment, nevertheleſs he ltaid a conliders- 
ble time : for he muſt needs relate to Che 
Arras the delign of our voyage, and that we 
came with an titent to make our addreſs un- 
to htm, which-muſt needs much atHict him; 
for he might at our arrival have as cally en- 
thron'd himfſelf,as his Son in law 1ſwl: y Ar- 
xid had done lince; but we were the lels 
concern'd for him, becauſe he was treated 
very honourably. 


| Faceb Pariente returning, told me, that he 
| Was 
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was commanded by Cheg Arras to ſalute 
me in his name, and to ler me know that he 
return'd me thanks for my Preſcnt,and with- 
all co aſlure me, that it at any time there 
were occalion, he would Jay down his life 
ſor mine, that he had a great deal of pleaſure 
n ſeeing! me pals, and that hedelir'd nothing 
more than to bein a condition to ſerve me. 
This diſcourſe much ſurpriſed me, and cauſed 
metotelljaucob Pariente,that] much wonder- 
ed at his diſcretion and condutt, ro ho]Jd con- 
terence with one whom Muley Arxid kept 
rriſoner : burhe rold me, 1 was miftaken, 
that he had indeed about one hundred men 
neer his perſon. but they are onely to attend 
and guard him ; and thereupon ſmiling, Do 
you think (faid he) that 1 was ſo ſottiſh,as to 
do this of my ſelt ? have I not others here to 
tear as well as you? eſpecially the Jews, who 
ae all of them my (worn Enemies : fo that 
imagining that ] ſhould be put upon this bu- 
lineſs, I obtained the King's leave for it, and 
have done nothing but by his advice and con-

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z., and this was our divertiſement, till the 
Night conſtrained us to return home. 

None of the former nights ſeemed to me 
ſo long as this,in which | expected with ſome 
imparience the approach of the next day, be- 
ing Friday th: 3o of April, that I might re- 
cctve from the King's mouth the direRions 
which 1 expeRed for the manner of my ſet. 
ling and trading in his Countrey ; and a]: 
though he had aflured me 1n general, that] 
might command any thing, yet had I drawn 
up ſome Articles to propoſe to him, that we 
might come to an agreement about what 
ſhould be neceflary. Cheq Amar coming to 8 | 
bid me good morrow, I ask'd him if he came Þ | 
rocall me tothe Treaty! he told me, no, for Þ | 
that would not be till about four of theclockſ} x 
afternoon , at Which time we ſhould ha: 1 
a private and a free conference , inthe mean Þ t 
while,tell me (ſaid he,) did you nor, whe 
you walk'd laſt night upon-the walls, take: 
great deal of plealure in viewing the good 
countrey round about? yes, replied I, but! 
ſhould like it much better,if it were culrivared 
and manured after the manner of Fraxce, and 
that will be the great advantage which yo. 
may hope tor trom a communication with cli 


the French, that they will teach you the Ar 
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of uniting pleaſure with profit, who by their 
great induſtry have learn'd the Art of ma- 
king things, in themſelves inconliderable, to 
prove vaſtly advantagious. Whereunto he 
anſwered + You (ay trwb ; but fince men ge- 
nerally loving idleneſs, 1t your. countrymen 
were placed-m: a Land, that without labour 
and pains would - atiord them all the neceſ[a- 
ries for lite, it is probable that they. would 
abate much of their induſtry and diligence. 
I agree with you, replycd 1, that it we were 
born dnely tor our fſetves; there would be 
lefs need of ſo much care; :but becauſe we are 
concern'd'ItKkewile for: the. intereſt of others, 
we ought.to endeavour {omething that may 
be proficable to our countrey, and uſetul to 
polteri,y, Our conterence: had been longer, 
it the'y had:not advertiſed: us, that it was time 
ro dine :: for {shomer Aitib came to ,me 
trom the King, and preſented me with two 
Muttons with 37 7 Summer-pears, telling me 
that j. ſhould not fail of a private Audience 
after Dinner, in acknowledgment of Which 
kindneſs 1 gave him 16 Praſtres, which a- 

mount t9.48 French Litars: 
Although the morning had been very 
clear and calme, yet about Noon the Air be- 
H gan 
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2nto be troubled , and a Weſtern wind 
ew with ſuch violence, that we began to 

doubr leſt ſome miſchicf might befall us ; ne. 

vertheleſs Cheq Amar came to me about 
fue of the-clock to call me forth, with whom 

I went, accompanied onely with the Sjeur 

Delada, and Pariente:; when we were neer 

the Caſtle, it began to rain ſo violemtly, that 


we were forc'd to take ſhelter in Cheq A. 


war's houſe, where his Brother 1n law and 
his Kindred came to ſee me, and:{hewed me 
2-great deal of reſpect. We continued there 


 » Þ till feven ofthe clock, all which time it rai 


ned-without any intermilſion.; but when ir 
ceaſed, we ſent to the Caſtle, to know it we 
might ice the King, but the Meflenger re- 
turning brought with him the Sieur Deſar- 
ves of Bajyon, who told me that the King in- 
deed had expetted me, but there being ſome 
company with him ar preſent, he' had ſent 
kimto aflure me, that on the morrow we 
ſhoald:not fail ro be diſpatch'd, and that he 
had given him leave to. embarque with vs: 
whereapon I offered him not onely his. paſ- 
ſage, but likewiſe Money for his neceſſities, 
bur he told me, he deſired onely to be ſet 0n 
ſhore in Spain, from whence he: intended to 
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g0 to ſcek hes Maſters, Mr. Joly,and Mr. Pe- 
cz ,whom he expected ro find ar Cadiz. 

The Night feem'd to me very tedious and 
troubleſome, and to preſage what at that 
ume happened tothe Steur Koyer, and our 
Ship; . butas if ir'bad been detigned that z 
ſmall inconvenience thould be the occafion 
of greater benefits, the aflan}t made upon our 
Bark by a veſſe] of Algier, which eame for 
thelter into the ſanre Haven, - made the King 
ſen{ible that there was need of fome Block- 
houſes co be built for the detence of the Port, 

and the ſecurity of Trade, jo thar it is very 
probable that he wril give leave to do what ts 
nece{Liry tor that purpoſe. 

On Saturday the arft of May, about ten 
'n the morning, Cheq Amer came to me, and 
brought me a Letter from e Muley Arxid to 
the Ring of Fr.exce, and rold me, that his 
King had commanted to. rake care that we 
thould be provided with all things neceffary, 
affuring us that he had made us Maſters ot 
bis whole Dominvons, and that we might 
make our abode there, and buy and fell what 
we pleaſed. te ſent me a parcel of Dates by 
his ' blacks, and ordered them ro grve me 
twenty Beets , 1 delired thereupon to be ad- 

H 3 mitted 
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mitted to his preſence, that I might have the 
oppartunity of returning my Thanks, but 
Cheq Amar to)d me-it was not neceſfary, 
and that we might depart without 1t. I was a 
little concern'd at this procedure, and while | 
was ſpeaking to Jacob Pariente about it, 
(who ſeemed to wonder at it no leſs than | 
my ſelf did; ) Carſenay,a Jew,the King's Al. 
moner, came to call Parzente, to whom the 
King declar'd his mind, and told him, that he 
ſhould rake it very kindly if I would bring 
him ſome Powder, Lances, Swords, Linnen 
and Woollen Cloath, afluring us, that we 
ſhould have what price we pleaſed for our 
Commodities, and that we might be for ever 
ſecure of his friendſhip ; fo that having now 
nothing more to do,as ſoon as Facob Parieme 
return d, wetook horſe. 

Therr manner of ſpeaking is with a great 
deal of plainneſs and ſincerity, nor muſt we 
_ any eloquence from them in their 
diſcourſe, or choice of words , but they are 
very conſtant to what they promiſe, and you 
may count tt as ſecure as if you had it ajrea- 
dy in poſſeſſion. The Letter , which was 
ſent from 2uley Arxid unto our King, was 
as followeth. |

After we hd received your Letter, 
and nnderſiood by it that Tou deſered a 
free Trade might be granted to your 
SubjeFs into our Conntrey , 'e give 
unto ſuch as are already come hither, 
and to ſuch as ſhall hereafter come in 
their names the aſſurance of that liberty, 
and of a fafe condui@ under our Prote- 
Gion, Farewel. 

Written by the permif[ton of him, whom God 
preſerve with proſperity and ſucceſs, 
THE SECRETFART:; 
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After the receipt hereot, we took horſe 
about noon, and came at ſeven 1n the eve- 
ning to a place called Zauvia, where we in- 
tended to lye that night. We were met by 
the Governour of. the place, who came forth 
from a Jarge Grotr, and a great retinue with 
kim, into which he conduted. beg Amer 
and our company , where we paſled that 
night, having firſt well ſupped on Fiſh, and 
ſome other proviſions which we bronght 
with us. | 
The next day, being Sunday, we .went 
from thence about fave in the morning, and 
travelled till eleven, when repoling our ſelves 
for two hours on the banks of a River called 
Hacon, we Went on and came to Sovaquin 
- abour ſeven in the Evening, where we yere 
lodged in the Tent ot a certain Moor called 
Abdella Ben Amar, who treated us very 
magnificently ar the common ( harge. The 
next day we removed early from thence, and 
came about noon to Facromna, a place which 
I mentioned before ro-be famous for an hot 
Spring, where we dined, and lay that night 
. at Tafoſ 7, in the houſe of Iſa Ken Samwel, 
a Jew, where We received many civilities 
trom Cheq Bou/kay, whom | mentioned be- 
| fore, 
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fore, who preſented me the next day with 
twelve Mutrons, and eight Steers, which we 
joyned to thoſe which we had received by 
the Kings order at Tema. We parted from 
thence the next morning, which proved very 
cold by reaſon of an Eattern wind, and trou- 
bleſome with the Rain , for tearing leſt my 
Horſe might through me by a ſlip, I alight- 
ed and walked on toot, both up and duiwn 
the mountain Tezi4za, with my riding 
Cloak and Boots : and travelling on that 
manner tor three hours, I found my felf ſo 
tired vihen we came to Benboujacob, that I 
could go no further, though we intended 
that night to have reach'd Necor, and to have 
been the next day with Monſieur Royer, 
whom 1 very much deſired to fee again, and 
to give him a relation of what had happened 
lince we parted. Burt I was ſurprized when 
I ſaw Cbeg Amar, (who went before us) 
who, . as likewiſe the reſt of the company 
that was with him, ſeem'd to be much deje- 
Red and concerned ; and asking him the rea- 
fon, he told me, that on the thirtieth of the 
laſt Month, onr Ship was driven out of the 
Harbour by another Veſſel that came to at- 


raque her : but when they told me that the 
H 4 Veſſel 
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veſſel purſued ber ſome conſiderable dn{tance, 
and ſeemed not to ger ground of her, ]'coul( 
not but hope that her' good Sailing, and the 
$kill of the Maſter and Mariners might pre. 
ſerve her by the aſſiſkance of God ,' fo that | 
ſeemed to take courage, which was much 0- 
therwiſe then they expeted, who thought 
that this ill News, together with the great 
Fatigue of our ate Journey,would have ren- 
dered me very faint and diſpirited. All the 
remaining'part of the'day was ſpent in diſ- 
courſing of the flight-of our Barque , and of 
the means which we might uſe to hear news 
of her : it was my opinion that the was gone 
ro Melila, whereupon deliring leave of 
Cheg Amar to ſend an horſeman thither in 
queſt of her, but he told re that-he could not 
. belong abſent from the King,and muſt there- 
fore prepare to return eatly the next mor- 
ning towards the Court, adviting me rather 
to make my addreſs to Cheg Abdalaſis, who 
was Governour of that place. This change 
did not a little trouble me, ſo that I couid not 
but expreſs unto Cheq Amar the reſentment 
] had of our Toſs, but was the more ſatished, 
becauſe he was called away to give his atten- 


dance on the King, unto whom I defired him 
that 
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that he would alwayes ſtand our iriend; to 
which he proteſted that he would ſerve me 
moſt atte&ionately upon all occalions. 

In the mean while Cheq Abdalaſis came to 
vilit me, and after a thouſand proteſtations 
of his triendthip and ſervice, he rold me that 
he had order from the King to ſupply us 
with whatſoever we needed, and that I might 
treely command whatſoever we thould hayc 
occation for. Whereupon I delired him to 
provide me ſome Couriers to ſend to Helilla, 
and to P1gn0n, and to-write to the eAlcavrs 
o protec our Parque if it were there alrea- 
dy, or ſhould hereatter come thither ; which 
he granted forthwith. After we had raken 
this care, I hegan to provide againſt the 
worſt, and conlider with my felt what we 
ſhould do, it it pleaſed God that the Ship 
ſhould miſcarry, and reſolved at length that 
if the return'd not within a Month, I would 
2010 Pignon or Tituan, there to ſeek out 
ſame other Ship bound for Fravce, inten- 
ding to leave behind me Meſlicurs Delada 
de Laſtre, unto whom 1 gave inſtructi- 
ns what to do in mine abſence, that the 
King might thereby perceive that we did not 
ntend onely to lade our ſelves with the com- 

modiries 
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modities of the Countrey for the preſent (as 
the Fews reported) but alſo to eltabliſh one 
for the future. By the means and advice of 
Cheg eAbdalaſir 1 bought a houſe, which 
colt me fifty five Ducats, whereunto we be. 
took our ſelves the ſame day that Cheg Amar 
departed. I likewiſe purchaſed an horſe for 
three Praſters, whereot Cheg Ab 
dalaſis gave the King notice, who comman- 
ded him to have a great care of ns, and ifhe 
' heard any news of our Barque to let hin 
know it, who ſeem'd to be much concern'd 
for the loſs of it. 

Cheq Amar was no ſooner arrived art 7e- 
z-4, but he was ſent back again by the King 
to gathet up all the Moors about Bontox,,  d 
who arg, obliged to ſerve him in his war, Þ | 
and coming thither on the twenty fourth} 
of May, hedeparted again on the tweny 
ſeventh with four hundred horſemen, and n 
many Foot, which he carried to Mzsley Ar iÞ 
xid, who had muſtered his Forces to reduc Þ þy; 
2 Morabite, who was Alcaid of Fez, af thr 
ſtood out againſt him at preſent : butts z, 
good fortune ſtill aſſiſting him in all his En-Y thi; 
rerpriſes, he was not put to the trouble of 1 il] c 
Battle ; for the Morabrte Hying, the oi hag 


Alcai 
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Alcaids would have ſet open the Gates to 
him, bur he choſe rather to enter at the 
breach which he had made, and continues at 
preſent abſolute Maſter ot the Town. 

But that they might in the mean while be 
the more diligent and induſtrious to bring 
ns news of our Ship, I gave 1t out, that who- 
ever ſhould bring me a Letter trom iVvir. Ko- 
jer, ſhould be rewarded with ten P:aſtres, ſo 
that there was no Sail paſs'd by, but we had 
notice of it : And being rold by a Moor of 
eAlbouz.ema, that a vellel coming into the 
Haven and diſcovering a Corſ4r at Anchor 
there, returned again in all haſt, I thought 
that this muſt needs be ours , lo that the next 
day, about three of the clock in the morning, 
I ſent away the Sicur Delada, and the Sieur 
Vincexs David by Moon-light, with two 
Moors to wait upon them, detiring them to 
make what haſt they could to P:gnoz, to 
carry intelligence from us to them, and to 
bring us ſome from thence, doubting leaſt 
through fear and mijapprehenlion the Sieur 
Rojer might forbear to return. Neither was 
thisa vain ſurmite, but _ have prov'd 0: 
ll conſequence, it the prudence of Mr. Roy-r 
had not preventedit: for the eAlcaid of 
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Pignon, althongh he knew that we had been 
nobly entertained, and careſfed by the King, 


yet maliciouſly told rhe Sieur Royer that we 
were Slaves, and that the King would reGuire 
2 conſiderable Summ for our ranſome, 
This could not bur furprice the Sieur Ry. 
er, but he having given a Letter to a Moor at 
eA lbouzeme to deliver to us, who told him 
that he faw us lately at Bowtoye as we retur- 
ned from Teza, gave him reaſon to ſuſpet 
that this was a trick of the A!caid's, andre. 
folved therefore to expett an Anſwer to thar, 
2nd to another which he wrote to re from 
Pipnox, 
he firſt Letter falling by good luck into 
the hands of the Sieurs Del/ada and Vincent 
David, they went with whart haſt they could 
to Pipnen, and gave notice to the Sicur Royer 
that bo might*find us ſafe at Albonuzeme, 
whereupon making all the Sat} he could he 
arrived at Albouzeme the 27 of May, wher: 
I met him with the Sieur Laſtre , and afte 


{ had given him an account of our Journey, 


and of the kind reception which we hat 


from the King, wherewith he was very mud I 


ſatisfied, we took order for :providing whit 
wes neceflary: we determined therefore 
----M 
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that our veſſe] ſhould pur in at Boaroge, and at 
the Port of Bovazoy, to receive there ſuch 
Commodities as were to make up her Cargo; 
where arriving on the g 1 of 1ay, Cheq Ab- 
dalafss and Abdakerims came to receive us, 
and on the ſame day we caus'd all our cloaths 
to be carried to Benibonjacob,where the Sieur 
Rojer and ſome others went to take poſleſlt- 
on of an houſe which our Company hath 
there, whither Cheq Abdalaſss came the nem 
day to complement the Steur Kojer, and to 
render him all friendſhip and ſervice, both by 
the command of the King and upon his own 
particular account, and diſpatched a Courier 
torthwith ro the King, to give him notice of 
what had paſs'd, who return'd. us the affu- 
rance of his favobr, and that we ſhould never 
have anycaviſe to: complain, 

Upon the return of our veſſel, certain Jews 
who came from Teze, had engaged them- 
ſelves to make us pay after the rate of thirty 
wo Piaſters for the Wax which we ſhould 
buy, which was the price they bore at Me- 
ils and Pignon, whereof Cheq Abdalaſis 
advertiſed us, and expreſs'd his readineſs to 
erveusin it , but {lince no man could be 


ompelled to part with his Commodities, it 
would 
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would be very requilite for this purpoſe, to 
' ſet a ſtanding price , that each man _ 
know what to pay, whereby ſomew 
might be done to our adrantage, and they 
might part with their Wares at reaſonable 
rates, Having made this Propoſition to us, 
we deſired him to proceed in 1t, and promj. 
ſed him a reward tor the pains which he 
ſhould take, engaping to ſatisfie him for the 
King's Cuſtomes, and thereupon I preſented | | 
him with ſome Gun-powder, and other ff 
things which he delired of us. 
This acknowledgment of ours, joyn'd to } 
the deſire which he had to ſerve us, (which f '! 
whether it were for his own intereſt, or the di 
King's, 1 know nor,) put him upon doing hi th 
duty very effeually ; and. having ſentto Pe 
ſummon all the Jews, he brought downthe « 
prizes of Wax to twenty five Pzeſtres the 
Quintal, which is 1 26 pound of weight i al 
thar Countrey, and is equivalent to 13; 
pound weight at Marſciles: fo that th - 
next day heſent us in a Quintal, andthe ul 
of the Fews did the like, and this continue! 
till the thirteenth day , then they broupi 
us in a Bill of 4045 L:evrs and an half. Al 


this was done by the counſel and mannagt 
ſue”: 
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ment of Jacob Pariente, who being acquain- 
ted with che humour of the people, informed 
us what courſe we mult take in our dealings 
with them. 

While we were receiving in our Wax, 
the Seaſon, which was all along very uncon- 
ſtant, was on the ffth day ſo tempeſtuous, 
that our veſſel was forced to go to Albes- 
zene, to ſhelter her ſelf from the tury of 
the Eaſtern wind , which laſted till the 
twelfth day, and then ſlackning ſhe return'd 
to Bovazon : upon her arrival we ſent all our 
Wax on Ship-board, and ſet Sail for Spas, 
that we might there take up ſuch Commo- 
dities as the King delired £ us, and that by 
the ſale of our Wax there we might buy 
Powder, Launces, Linnen and Woollen 
doath , which Commodities the King de- 
manded, and Chbeq Abdalaſis adviſed us with 
all expedition to procure them for him, to 
the intent thar we might have the liberty 
mow us of tranſporting Corn , and of 

uilding ſuch Canewdne as ſhould be re- 
qulite tor rhe ſecurity of our Trade. Be- 
tore we departed I uſed my utmoſt endea- 
Your to ſell off rhe Commodities which we 
drought with.us, that when we ſhould come 
into. 
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into Spar, I might from thence give notice 
what returns we had made , but the Storm 
10t ſuffering us to harbour at Bovazon, we 
could (ell bur ſome part of them, and that 
r00 on the very day whereon we were to 
weigh Anchor. | 
On the cighteenth of Juxe we failed from 
Bouazon, and ſteered our courſe ſtraight to 
Almerie, where we arrived on Munday the 
ewenty firſt of the ſame Month, and wer: 
admitted upon producing a Bill of health, 
which the Steur . Royer had given us as Vice- 
Conul : and meeting there with the oppor. 
tunity of ſending by the Steur France Brr- 
& who was to depart that day for Alcan, 
wrot unto You by him, and encloſed the 
Steur Delada's Latter, and the Sieur Royer's 
to his Brother: whereby I let you know 
that I had bought three hundred weight of 
fine Powder, and that I intended to depar 
the next day tor Malaga, that I might there 
ſell off my JWax, and fraight my elf wit 
ſuch Commodities as were expected. 

The day following we ſail'd from Alm 
ric, and came on the twenty fourth to Ms 
(aga; Where after we had entred, 1 went 1: 
bout ſelling my Wax, and Goars-skins, thi 
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I might buy the Powder, Lances, Linnen and 
Woollen cloath, which we had need of ; but 
we were much diſappointed, when we found 
that we could procure but 500 Weight of 
Powder, and not any of the other Commo- 
dities ; whereupon I was conſtrained to alter 
my intent,and to agree to what Jacob Par;- 
eme adviſed, viz. to tarry. three or four 
months longer, and then to carry the King 
what he required, rather than to return after 
that manner : wheteupon | reſolved to go 
to Marſeilles, and from thence on the twen- 
ty eighth of Fune 1 gave you notice of my 
roceedings, having left tour Letters with 
friends at alaga, to be conveyed to 
the Sieur Royer by the way of Titwan, Prg- 
ox, or Melifla, as they ſhould have an op- 
portunity, that he might be ſatisfied of the 
reaſons of my delay. 

Having therefore reſolved to come to 
this Fowh, to buy ſuch things as we ſhould 
have need of, wherewith to furniſh Mwley 
Arxid, we made what haſt we could, and 
failed from Malage on the firſt of July 
with a fair wind, but being the next day be- 
calmed over againſt Nergs, on the Ealt of 
Spain, we put in there, and bought twenty 
[ | Loaves 
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Loates of Sugar, which was all we could at 

that time procure. | 
The apprehenſion which I had that we 
ſhould meet with but little Money 1nthis 
Kingdom, made me reſolve to make uſe of 
what we had got by the ſale of our Wax 
and Goats-skins, in the buying of ſome other 
Commodities : whereupon 1 went to {cc 
ſome Goods in a ſtore-houſe at Atlmerig 
when I was there, but was diveried from 
my purpoſe by an Earthquake, which begin. 
ning about two of the clock afternoon, conti- 
nued for about a quarter of an hour, at which 
time being in the Streets, I ſaw leveral per- 
ſons of all ages and ſexes flock thither from 
ſeveral parts, and all of them naked , tor 
this was the time of taking their repoſe, 
which the Sprtards do every afternoon till 
five of the ciock, to paſſe over the ſcorchunp 
heat of the day. The Biihop forthwith ex- 
poſed the Blefled Sacrament 10 the Grezt 
Church, ard the people cominned their De- 
votions for three dayes ; during which time 
not being able rodiſpatch any bulineſs, I kt 
fail, and arrived on the ſeventh at Carihege- 
nd, thete were ſeveral rhat deltred me to gyve 
them theww pailage, and 40 receive of __ 
[ | even 
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erent hundred Piafters, and to give them a 
Bil, of Exchange for i, which ſhould be 
payable at my arrival at Marſeilles, which 
with the money I had betore'was ſufficient to 
duy fitry tour Bailles of fine linnen Cloath, 
26d falteen Bailles of Woo!len, which | intend 
for the uſe of the Company. 

At Carthigens | mc with an excellent

Bur ro recompeale 
hg loſs, and to ©.) the place which he jhould 
have taken np in our veilel, I bought another 
ot an Engliſh Mic:chant, by the micans of 
the Sicur Lowp our Friend, when we came 
to Altcant, for 250 Piajters, upon conditi- 
on that he (hould procure leave for his ex- 
portation ; but chr being dented 1m, vw 2 gave

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for him no more than 120 Piaftres , and he 
is at preſent in this Town, expecting the Or. 
ders of the Company : ſome Gentlemen who 
have ſeen him here, have oftered me 100 
Piftels for him, but 1 refuſed it, becauſe 
think he is a preſent fit for the King himſelf, 
This is a true relation of the Voyage 
which we made to Albowzema, the queſtion 
now is, whether we ſhall continue this Trade; 
which we have ſo happily egunn, and ſend to 
AMuley 'Arxid the Powder, Lances, Linnen 
and Woollen Cloath, and ſuch other com- 
modities (whereof | have an acconnt) as he 
expeQts from us, whereof the profit will be 
very adyantageous, and we may double our 
money by the returns which we ſhall make: 
As ſoon as Monſieur Chauwigny returns, we 
will coniulr with Jacob Pariente what is fit- 
teſt to be done , but we mult certainly loſe 
no time, but diligently endeavour to make 
King Auley Arxid ſenſible how punRually 
we intend to anſwer his expectation in ma- 
king returns of ſuch Commodities as he de- 
ſires.

His ſucceſſor was Myuley Hamet his 
younger Brother, and the youngett Son 
to Mzley $i4an, he employ'd himſclt morc 
in Courting his Women in his Seraliv, 
than in Warring with the wild Arabs, 
One of the great Tribcs of which, called 
the Tribe of the Chibaxetts, roſe up againſt 
him, and poſſeſſed themſelves of his beau- 
tiful Palace, or Seralio, calPd Bedbe, (cizcd 
upon him, and put him to death.

Feſs have any Gold, it is from communi- 
cation with other neighbouring King- 
doms, who fetch it from Gago and Tom- 
botum. 

This is the reaſon that there is ſuch plenty 
of Gold in Mauritanis, but there would be 
much greater, if it was not for the un- 


lucky cuſtom of thoſe people to bury their 


Gold, for they have no Cheſts but the 
Earth, being miſtrutiftul of every body, 
eſpecially thei; Heirs 3 ſo that when they 
dye their Gold lies buricd and loſt in the 
Earth; and it is certain their land is rich- 
er underground than above. 

I muſt now ſay ſomething concerning 
the Kingdom of Gapo} It is belicved (as 
I ſaid betore) that the River Niger paſſes 
by this Kingdom, the ſtream coming trom 
xowards the River Nzle, which runs its 
courle juſt oppolite to jt z This River N+- 
ger having run about four hundred miles 
on this ſide Gago, divides it felt into two 
Rivers, the one of which is Sanage, the 
other Cambaia, wherefore, many have 
xmagined, that going up theſe, they might 
come to their conjunction, and ſo to the 
Kingdom of Gago whence all the Gold 
COtARCSs The 


Tine Engliſh. morc than any other Nz- 
tion, have had the imayinations, and it 
xnot to be bclicy'd that they have pol- 
{fs*'d themiſclves of the Mouth of the Ri- 
rer Cambaiaz, and fali neither by torce or 
rreatics thoſe Fortihcations, which the 
Dake of Curl.ind and the Purtch had there, 
only to enjoy a fimall Trade of fome Raw= 
hides, Jax, and Elerh int-rcer 5 This ne1- 
ther was t he detipn ot the En9!ih, nor of 
Prince 1: 2p.

azate.. He gave me a Narrative of all 
his misfortune, and how he had been car- 
ried" to Argiers and Tettuan, where his 
Patron kept him cloſe ſhut up for many 
years, uſing him very barbarouſly, that 
ch.reby he might oblige him to pay the 
prcater Ranſome :; But his Patron died, 
and his Miltrcſs marricd again to one, who 
granted him his Ranſome upon calter 
terms, which he obtain*d by the way of 
C14iz, But I do not remember that *&ver 
he told me, that he went with his Parro- 
neſs, or Mittreſs to Fefr, Morocco, or the 
pretended Kingdome of 7-y; and -1 al-

1t 15 true, therc be 
very many inMazmuritau but thet the Arabs 
take the Pains to brcyld thoum: up, and tid 
them amongſt their flocks, 15 a port 
mockery : It it happen, 3s ſometimes ar 
doth, that an Arab hind a Lion's Don 1 
which there arc lome young cncs newly 
whelpt, he prefcntly carries them to the 
Crittanus, to fcc it they will buy them, 
Thus I had two brought ime, a Malc and a 
Female, which I brought up tor two or 
three years fo tame, that they went up and 
down our Doxaxe, cr the Corittians Wax- 
houſe amonglt our Antil.pis, and fach 
othcr creatures. ÞJ he male Lion was fo 
jamiliar, though 2 grcat ons, that he often * 
came and lay with ug > And once did me 
very 
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very good ſervice : for in a moon-ſhine 
Night ſome Arabs who lay within the 
encloſure of the Dmizxe, came up into my 
Chamber with a deſign to have robb'd 
me 3 but as ſoon as they ſaw a Lion lying 
by me, they ran away, crying out one to 
another, Exdu Seba, Thure 15 a Lion. 
This my Landlord, Mr. Amabricq, told 
me, who accidentally was out of his 
Chambcr, and ſ{ceing my door open, and 
hearing the Ar.bs lay this, he came in, 
waken'd me, and told me what happen'd: 
The male Lion was very affable, but the 
Lionefſe was miſchievous 3 and ſhe once 
hurt a little Moor, and complaint was 
prefcntly made to the Governour, who 
rook them away from mc, and put thcm 
between tour Wallsz but not Jong, attcr 
there tcl] great Rains, which fluny down 
the Walls, which were made only of 


Mudd, and in the Night-time the Lions 


got out, went into a Stable which was 0- 
pen, over againft the Kinys Palacc, and 
beimg, almcott tamiſhed, they made great 
Naughter amongſt the Horlcs and Myles: 
This made fo great a noile, that the whole 
Town was alarm'd, every one run to his 
Arms and thus my poor Lions wcre kill'd. 

Once 
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Once as we were Hunting the wild 
Boar, tour or hvc Leagues trum Safy, we 
were all ſurprized, that our Horſes _y 
a ſtand on the ſudden, and the Dogs crc 
undcr Cur Horlcs LEES: © + WE pre {+ a 
crycd Out One to the other, (. crtainly 
there is a Lion hereabouts, 21:4 am eruth 
we wcre nota little atirigntcd, tote one 
11s by us within nttcen or twenty paces 
of us. He ſtopt to view vs, and (ecing 
we fiirred not, hc walkca on very ſtately; 
be was highcr than any ot our Horſes, 
and marched with a mot majzeſtick gra- 
vi:y, fwinging about in a terrible man- 
ner , his grcat tutted Tail. We knew 
the naturc of a Lion 15 not to ſufter any 4- 
ther to fly from him,or toattaque him, tor 
whocver doth, in three Icaps he moli af- 
ſuredly {cizes upon him : wherfore we 
dirſt pot ſhout at hint, ana to fly trom 
him was 17;pothble, tor the molt coura- 
gious Hortcs tremble like a at at the fight 
of a Lion. 

The Arabs told us that they oftcn nr 
with Lions jn the | ielus, and that when- 
focver 3ny came towards them, they town 
their Turban, which is a {tripe of Corter, 
or Wol:en cloth, about tarce or tour E!!s 
long, 
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long, and ſhaking it, ruru'd it about jy 
thc air like a Sake, and preſcutly the Lj. 
ons run away, for a Snake or Viper is th- 
only Crcature the Lion is atraid of. 

Mr. Antony C iron of Montpilicr,and Mr, 
Abraham V an yb:raea oft Roncn, who both 
lovcd Hunting very well, being intormed 
chat there was a pond halt a League trem 
the Sea fide, wkercabuuts Lions and wild 
Boars uſed to Jurk in the day time, and 
1n the night came vut and went to drink 

at the Pond : thuy plotted to go in the 

day time aud builu thum a Hutt, with 
the Rones which lay near the Pond, aud 
to lie there all nigihe, and kill thute Crea- 
tures as fait as they came to drink, this de- 
ſign ſucceeded fo well, that they dettroycd 
tourtcen Lions, and wild Boars, and 
flcad the greatetr, and brorght thy <kin of 
' 1t into this City, 

I cannot Icave 027 this difcouric of Lions, 
til} I have told you ounc fiory, which was 
r-Jatzd to mc in that Country by very 
credible pertuns. About the year 16 4 
fr 1615 WO Coiriltian tlaves at Mzvrrocco, 
reſolving to make their clcape, they a- 
pred to do it by uight, and to travel all 
the night, aud in the day time to hide 

(heme 
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themſclves in the tops of trees, that they 
might not be diſcover'd by the Arabs, 
who would certainly have brought them 
back into flavery : They knew that the 
coalt of the Sca where M ſagan is, lay trom 
them jutt North, and that jJourneying, 
northerly, they might-m cight or ten days 
get thithcr, and that it would not be Vc- 
ry dithcult for them to carry, or tind out 
provitions for fo ff.orta time. According 
to their delign they cicap'd by Night, and 
having travell'd till Day-break, they then 
climb'd 3p mto thc top of a Tree, where 
they paſs'd the day but melancholy, being 
much troublcd and atHlicted to ice the A4- 
rabs paſs fo trequently by them 3 betides, 
as foon as1t wis known in Aprocco that 
two flaves were run away, preſently ſeve- 
ral Horlc-mcen went out in tcarch ot them: 
But when night came the two ſlaves con- 
tinued on their joumncy till the next morne 
ing, and then tecking out tor a Tree to 
hide them in they were altonith'd to tee a 
grcat Lion jult by thcm, which walk'd 
on when they walkcd, and fiood fill when 
they trood li1ll oblcrving which, they 
concluded, that this was a fate condu&t 
lent them by God, and then they took 
courage, 
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cuvurage, and travell'd in the day time 1n 
company with the Lion, but the Horle- 
men who went in puriuit of them, over- 
took them, and woull have ſeized on 
them, but the Lion intzrpos*'d him (cf, 
which made the Horſc-mcn ttand ſti], and 
being aftoniſh'd with admuration, let them 
paſs on, as likewiſe did ſeveral others, tor 
every day theſe poor Fugitives met with 
ſome or other who attempred to ſcize 
them, till at laſt they got {ate to Aaſas mn, 
where the Lion left them, and riturn'd 
back, and the two poor ſlaves went into 
the Town, relating this miracle, which 
was confirmed at Afrocco by the Arabs, 
who returncd from purkuing them, and 
the news of this was diſper{cd evay 
where as a great and conſtant truth.

and Arabs when they catch them carry 
their Feathers to Mporocco, Taredant; ind 
the other Towns in the Kingdom ot 
Sus 

As for Elephants there be none at all in 
thele Kingdoms, nor on this tide the ſandy 
Sea, they are only beyond it in the King- 
dom of Gags», which borders upon Ethi- 
oþ1a, where there 1s great numbers ot 
them 3 and it is remarkable that about the 
River Sax2ga, there be very tew Ele- 
phants Tecth to be had : about the River 
Cambaia they are ſomething more plenti- 
full ; at Cachos and Tagrin or Serrelione 
many more, but about Gixee moſt ot all.

thcy call Cidy Belabech, and pretended 
that he dyed powards Morocco, and that 
his Sepulchre is at Gomet, which lies be- 


tween the Mountains of Atlas and Myroc- 


oo. Theſe Manuſcripts the King valued 
above all his rich Houſnold-ſtuft, and 
withed Sir Razilly to return to France, 
and to endeavour to engage the King his 
Maftcr to concern himfelt in the butineſs 
{o far as to prevail with the Ring of Sp. 
to rcltore the Library, Sir Razzlly pro- 
naſcd to do what lay in his power, but 
withal told the King it was neceſlary that 
be ſhould have the Father Capmcins or 
ſome of them to return with him, to give 
tcſtimony to his Relati on.of this butincls, 
Muley Sidan told him he would permit 


'hiyn to take one, upon condition that the 


French Mcrchants of Safy ſtcod bound 
tor his return within 11x Months; and 
then he asked him which of the Caprcins 
he detred : Sir Razilly made choice of 
Fathcr Petey of Alcacen, but the ' King rc 

taſed 
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fuſed him, as likewiſc Father Michac! of 
Vezins, but granted him Father Ralph 
whom he leaſt c{fteemed of. After which 
Sir Razilly came to F4fy to hn treat the 
French Merchants to be bound for the re- 
turn of Father Ralph in fix months, to 
which the Merchants aflented upon theſe 
terms : That if he came not back in tix 
menths, - they ſhould be freed, paying a 
ſum of Money, which Maly Sid judg- 
cd very reaſonable as ſoon as Sir Razil!y 
had acquainted him with it, and gave his 
aſſcnt to it, upon a Bond of fix hundred 
Dycats of Gold : This agreement being 
concluded Sir Razilly and Fathcr Raiph 
went for France, but nevcr came back to 
che King of Mroces : fo that when fix 
and fix months were paſt, the Merchants 
pctitioned the King that he would pleaſe 
to accept of the ſix hundred Daucais of 
Gold, and grant them leave to return 
tor France, to give account out their nego- 
tiation to the Merchants and thole per- 
ſons who had employed them there : 
The King granted their requeti, tco. their 
money, and gave- them. an acquittancc, 
which lince was preſented to Fathcr 7o- 
ſepb in the Convent of St. Honors, who

reccived their mony by the hands of his 


Brother Monficur Trembley Governor of 


the Baſtale. | 

In the year 1629 Sir Razilly came 
back with tix Ships command.d by him- 
ſelf, Maſter L2 Toxſhe Maſter Lz Ravar- 
dicre his Vice-admiral, Montieur Tri l. bois 
and theſe following Knights, Talkſme, De 
Guitaud, and des Koches : But as ſoon as 
thcy began to treat of a peace, and the 
ranſeme ot the French Slaves, with one 
deputed. from the King of Mor.cco who 
came to Salee Road where the Ships lay, 
ſo violent a ſtorm came, that it oblig*d 


them to weigh Anchor, and to put off 


the treaty till another time. 

In the year 1630 in Fe he came back 
again upon the ſame account with three 
Ships commanded by himſelf, Monticur 
du Chalard and Montiieur Palot, but with 
as little ſucceſs as bctore z, for the King of 
Mrocco protracted the Treaty till the 
ſtorms came, during which it is impoſl;- 
ble to ſtay 1a thoſe Roads, and Sir A azilly 
departed the tweltth of Ofober trom the 
Road of St. Safy tor France, and the Jait 
of that month arrived at Bell ]ſle, having 
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taken two or three Veſſels from the Moors 
of Salee. 

I have alrcady ſpoke of the two Gates 
of the City of Morocco, one of which is 
called Camis, and the other Duqu:1/a, the 
word Camis fignthes a market,or a Horle- 
market 3 for juit out of that Gate, is 4 
great Plain, whcre the Horſe-market is 
kept, and there the Mours and Arabs meet 
to train up and run their Horſes : Tic 
other Gate called Dxquellz is that Gate 
which looks towards the Province of Du- 
quella, as if the Gate of St. Honore in 
Paris ſhould be calPd the Normandy Gate, 
or the Gate of St. Denis the Picardie Gate. 
Dwquella is a Province belonging to the 
Kingdom of Morxco, and lies towards 
the North, as Darz another Province doth 
towards the South : As for T afilette, the 
mhabitants of which are called Tafilzly, 
I have heard it ſpoken of as a Province, 
which belongs to the Kingdom of Fez, 
and lies between the Kingdom of Fez, 
and the Mediterranesn-ſca , but I nevcr 
underſtood that it was called a Kingdom) 
_ and yet it may be it iscalled a Kingdom 
after the example of Argiers and Bgiz 
wiuch axe called Kingdoms : Perhaps it 
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x the cuſtom in thoſe parts which are to« 
wards the Mediterramian-ſea, to call Pros» 
races Kingdoms, bat it is not ſo in the 
coaſt of Mauritania, which lyes upon the 
Atlantick-Occan. 

I never was at Fez, but I have heard
